Washington, March 22.—The historic "battle of prohi- 


bition" which many of the drys believed had been brought to 
a peaceful end by the Eighteenth Amendment to the Volstead 
law is breaking out again today with unexpected vigor in all 
thivc bnincht-H of th? government: the legislative, the execu- 
tive and the judiciary. The developments of the renewed fight 
are: 


In the judiciary section, the aupreme court is holding ar- 


gument in two big attacks on the validity of the prohibition 
amendment. The ground being that section three, proposed by 
President Harding when a senator, is unconstitutional because 
it limits to seven years the time in which states might ratify. 


Kxe.eutive section, the dry forces are beseiging the presi- 


dent and attorney general not to put into effect the ruling o1 
former Attorney General Palmer that beer and wine may bt 
nude and prescribed in unlimited quantities as medicine. The 
dry and wet leaders urge appointment of strict and liberal 
prohibition enforcement officials. Druggists and chemists are 
meeting here to appeal to Prohibition Commissioner Kramei
